Clarence G. Morrell, veteran of the 
Civil War, for sixty years a resi­ 
dent of Biglerville, where for a long 
time he was constable, died at the 
home of his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Blaine Beamer, near York Springs, 
Sunday morning at 10:20 o’clock, aft­ 
er an illness of two months from: a 
complication of diseases. 
Mr. Morrell, affectionately 
known 
as “Bob” to many residents of B ig­ 
lerville and the upper end of the 
county, was born at W ashington, D. 
C., eighty-five years ago, but came 
to Adams county when he was six 
years old. 
, 
During his long residence in Big­ 
lerville, the deceased was employed 
by the Philadelphia and Reading rail­ 
road, ami by the town as its constable. 
In August, 1924, he moved to Pitts­ 
burgh to the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. S. E. Lower, returning to live 
with his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Beam­ 
er, last March. 
In Civil War 
On November l l , 1862, Mr. Morrell 
enlisted at Gettysburg for three years 
in the 3rd regiment of the Pennsyl­ 
vania volunteer heavy artillery, but 
in 1864 was transferred to Co. D, 
188.h regiment volunteer infantry. He 
participated in the battles of Dewey’s 
Bluff, Fort Darling, Bermuda Hun­ 
dred, Cold Harbor, St. Petersburg, 
N ew Market and Fort Harrison. 
In the Fort Harrison engagement, 
Mr. Morrell’s second finger on his left 
hand was shot off, and he was sent to 
the General Grant hospital. New York 
City, where he received his honorable !
